New Curfew For Minors Read 

Dogs Must Be Fenced Or 
Leased On Own Property 

Two new Ordinances were introduced at the City 
Council meeting of Tuesday, July 11, which, if given first 
reading will have their second reading on July 25 amd 
then becomes law thirty 


days later. 

The first of these Ordi¬ 
nances was No. 795 which 
will establish a Juvenile 
Loitering Law within the 
city of Sierra Madre amend¬ 
ing Sections 6303 and 6304 
of the present City Code and 
will become applicable to 
persons under the age of 18 
years of age. 

The new sections will 
make every parent, guard¬ 
ian, or other person having 
the legal Care, custody, or 
control of any person under 
the age of 18 who knowing¬ 
ly aids, abets, or encourages 
such person to violate einy 
of the provisions to be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and sets the curfew for such 
persons at 10 p.m. to sun¬ 
rise. Penalty has been set at 
not more than $500 or by a 
period of not to exceed six 
months In jail or by both

I had an interesting ar¬ 
ticle brought to my atten¬ 
tion that was print^ in an 
area paper—all about news¬ 
paper racks and feeding 
your family from their pro¬ 
ceeds.

I could have told this 
party that it was useless to 
try and feed any size fam¬ 
ily from the proceeds from 
newspaper racks to' Sierra 
Madre. Just ask any of the 
dealers. I found this ou,t the 
first couple of weeks that I 
was here. 

—CT— 

My early days in Sierra 
Madre, when we had what 
are called "honor racks,” 
we were consistently losing 
the sale of 400 papers a 
week. In close tabulation we 
would put out aroun'd 900 
papers and receive about 
$50 per week, or sold 500. 

—CT— 

In those days pennies were 
our greatest trouble. Guess 
people just figured the pa¬ 
per wasn’t worth more than 
a penny, and many of them 
thought it wasn'’t worth any¬ 
thing. 

—CP¬ 
As increased sales became 
apparent, we purchased new 
.newsracks, ones that would 
let a penny slide through. 
Our close tabulation iduring 
the past six months shows 
that we consistently put 
1400 newspapers in our racks 
and receive back for this 
approximately an average 
of $120 per week. We are 
still losing over 200 papers 
a week. 

—CT— 

Our biggest problem to¬ 
day is "slugs,” and we get 
a pocket full of them week¬ 
ly. Pennies now fall through 
and we recelye a donation 
of anywhere from twenty to 
thirty pennies a week. 

—CT— 

But the one that really 
gets lUs is the guy or guys 
who take time to file down 
a penny until it is the size 
of a dime. The work these 
people must go to to save 
themselves nine cents is ter¬ 
rific. But I suppose it is a 
great satisfaction to them 
in getting a ten-cent item 
for one penny. Anyway, I 
gave up long ago on figur¬ 
ing consistently that I could 
feed my family on the mpn- 
ey from the newsracks. 

—CT— 

I truthfully do not feel 
that the people of Sierra 
Madre are "dishonest,” 'hut 
It is extremely hard for 
people to drop a dime In a 
newsrack when they know 
that the papers to this area 
are lying all over the street, 
to the gutters and on the 
lawns. You just can’t blame 
them too much. Anyway, I 
get a lot of satisfaction out 
of knowing that the papers 
are not taken out of the 
racks and thrown in the 
streets, so the person or per¬ 
sons taking them must have 
some use for them, ap'd thus 
our advertisers do get some 
value out of the "pirated 
newspapers.”

Dr. Ethel Barnhart, wife 
of H. H. Barnhart, D.D.S., of 
Arcadia, and mother of Bar¬ 
bara and David Barnhart, 
was born in Wisconsin and 
educated at the Universities 
of Montana and Minnesota, 
passed away July 3. Study¬ 
ing under Dr. Ernest 
Holmes, founder of the 
Church of Religious Science, 
she devoted her entire life 
to the constant search of 
discovering the power of the 
Living God and applying It 
for the benefit of mankind. 

She began her career as 
Youth and Sunday School 
Director in the Alhambra 
Church of Religious Science, 
and subsequently was or¬ 
dained as a minister by Dr. 
Ernest Holmes. 

In 1947 Dr. Barnhart con¬ 
ducted a worship service for 
a small group of people at 
the Mlchillinda Women’s 
Club on Rosemead Boule¬ 
vard; this was the begin¬ 
ning of the Santa Anita 
Crhuxch of Religious Science, 
later to be known as The 
Santa Anita Church, as it is 
today. A short time later the 
g;roup purchased the proper- 
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IMPORTED 
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ty at 778 Rosemead Boule¬ 
vard, built a small church 
and moved in on Easter, 
1950. During the nine years 
they remained at this loca¬ 
tion, the membership in¬ 
creased from the original 50 
charter members to several 
hundred. 

As the need for more ade¬ 
quate facilities arose, under 
her inspired leadership and 
the dedication of all, land 
was purchased at 226 W. 
Colorado Boulevard, Arcadia, 
and the present award-win¬ 
ing edifice was erected 
which was completed in No¬ 
vember, 1959. 'ITie buildings 
now include not only the 
sanctuary, but also a fellow¬ 
ship hall, chapel, nursery 
and a fully accredited day 
school, the first of Its kind 
In the New Thought move¬ 
ment. ’The school accommo¬ 
dates children from klnder- 
garen through the eighth 
grade and had an enroll¬ 
ment of 100 children in the 
semester just completed. 
The Mae Carden system of 
teaching has been used, In¬ 
corporated with a spiritual 
training in the awareness of 
God. 

During the years of her 
ministry. Dr. Ethel Barnhart 
has served faithfully and 
dynamically in her many 
activities: counseling, 

preaching, teaching and su¬ 
pervising the day school, 
her inspiring voice and 
philosophy has reached 
thousands of people through 
the 24-hour Dial for Prayer 
conducted by the church for 
the past several years, which 
consisted of her prayers and 
meditations. Her voice also 
was heard for some time 
over a night program from 
a Pasadena radio station. 
She has actively participated 
as a leader In various cities 
at the International New 
TPhought Allance Conferences 
and has been inconstant de¬ 
mand as a teacher by vari¬ 
ous organizations in this 
community. 

In her personal life. Dr. 
Barnhart embodied all that 
she taught. The tremendous 
faith which she exemplified 
in her own life has been a 
source of great Inspiration 
cind courage to her congre¬ 
gation and her many de¬ 
voted followers. 

The church that she so 
lovingly nurtured and min¬ 
istered stands as a monu¬ 
ment to the memory of Dr.

Lindbergh's flight from New York to Paris. It took Lind¬ 
bergh 33 hours to fly the 3000 miles. Thirty-five years later. 
Astronaut Cooper, in just 34 hours traveled 600,000 miles 
— 200 times as far as Lindbergh — and he landed within 
700 yards of his scheduled touchdown target area.
